Mrs. Harry Thaw resumed her cross examination this morning and 


testified »h* believed all women unchaste as White told her, until told 
differently by Thaw at Paris in 1903 


She told of being in the cafe called the "Dead Rat" in Paris and that 


after her first expsrience with White her relations with White continued 


some time against her will.

She cried bittorly as she answered Jerome and Thaw hid hie face in 


his hands as Jerome plied his harsh questions, Jerome offered to suspend 
the examination for a time, but Delmas would not consent. 


New York, Pel). 21.—-Distiict At- 


torney Jerome brought out tlie fact 
in his cross-examination of Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw, that m 1902 Stan- 
ford White deposited the sum of 
fl,350 with a New York trust com- 
pany with instructions that it should 
be paid to the Nesbit girl at the rate 
of $25 a week. Mrs. Thaw frankly 
admitted 
receiving a number of 


checks from the Trust company, but 
•he would not admit that there was 
a provision that she should receive 
the money only when out of employ- 
ment, saying she "did not remember." 
Mr. Jerome delved into Her past life 
with a familiarity as to details and a 
general knowledge which at times 
seemed to amaze all who heard, n-jt 
excepting the defendant's 
counsel 


themselves. 
Mr. Jerome indicated 


early in his questioning that he had 
no disposition to spare ilrs. Thaw's 
feelings in any way >\hate\er. He in- 
terrogated her most pointedly as to

He laid especial stress upon her ac- 
quaintanceship with James A. Gar- 
land, who figured for^tho first time in 
the case. Mrs. Thaw said she knew 
Garland before she met Whit*.

Mr. Jerome questioned the witness

Mr Je- 
rome was insistent for details on the 
subject. He did not mince words. 
Many photographs of Mrs. Thaw were 
produced in evidence. Mr. Jerome 
plied the young woman with questions 
as to "What disposition she had made 
of the letters written to her by Stan- 
ford White. Some, she said, had been 
destroyed, and some she had given to 
her husband. In the midst of the dis- 
trict atlorney's examination with re- 
gard to the letters, and when he was 
pressing for answer as to what liad 
become of some of them, Thaw leaned 
far over and whispered to his counsel 
in a voice audible to those nearest 
him, "Stanford White stole them." 


Attorney O'Reilly thereupon said 


aloud, "Stanford White got them." 
"If counsel desires to testify we will 
be very glad to have him do it," Mr. 
Jerome remarked, sarcastically. 


Later Mr. Jerome indicated that he 


had in his possession a number of 
letters written by Stanford White to 
Evelyn Nesbit, saying he would show 
her the letters to see if they would 
not brighten her memory. He changed 
his mmd, however, and the letters 
were not produced. Mr. Jerome de- 
manded that Thaw's counsel deliver 
to the court the Stanford White let- 
ters they have fn custody, but they 
made no response. 


Regarding the money thatJWMte 


deposited for Evelyn with the Mercan-

asked: "Were you not told that you. 
could draw certain sums only when 
you were not working?"

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REED 8MOOT STAYS 


Washington, Feb. 21.—Reed Smoot's 


claim to a seat in the senate has 
been sustained, 42 of his colleagues 
voting to uphold him as against 28 
for the resolution to unseat him. 
Added to this were 18 senators paired, 
making the actual standing on the res- 
olution 51 votes against It and 37 
for It. Preteding the vote Senators 
Duboiff, Hahsbrough, Newlands. Bacon 
and Burrows, the latter chairman of 
the committee, spoke against Mr. 
Smoot, while Senators Beveridge, Dol- 
Ilvcr and Foraker «pokc in his sup- 
port. 


Throughout Up entire tpeechmak- 


Mg Senator Smoot listened attentive- 
ly, but when the voting D*»an he re- 
tired to the Republican cloak room 
and there awaited the result. Sena- 
tor Hopkins offered hl« amendment to 
the committee- refolutlon, and It was 
adopted. Under the amendment, a 
two-thirds voW.IKwtd *»»»,»•»• 


Smoot should be" "expelled";" the ef- 
fect of this would be to di&place the 
committee resolution if adopted, and 
it was defeated. Then came tho vote 
on the 
committee 
resolution 
as 


amended, which was as follows: "Re- 
solved, two-thirds of the senators 
present concurring therein, that Reed 
Smoot is not entitled to a seat as a 
senator of the United States from the 
state of Utah." 


Although it was a foregone conclu- 


sion that the resolution would fall, 
and thus end the long nght against 
the Ulah senator, the rollcall con- 
tained some surprises. Of the 42 
votes In favor of Snoot, three were 
cast by Democrats. Theywere Messrs. 
Blackburn, Clark of Montana, and 
Daniel. Senator Tetter was paired In 
favor ot Mr. Smoot. Of the 28 vote* 
against Mr. Smoot, nine were Repub- 
licans.

when she went to Lawyer Hummel s 
office. She could give nd exact date, 
but thought it was tit least four days 
after her return, befoie she saw 
White on the street and he called her 
up on the telephone. 


"Your great love for Mr. Thaw 


could not have been crushed in less 
than four days, could it?" "No, sir," 
replied Mrs. Thaw. 


Mr. Jerome was assisted materially 


In his cross-examination by typewrit- 
ten statements made by Mrs. Thaw's 
mother and brother. He consulted 
the statementb from time to time, and 
Mr. Delmas let this tact become 
known to the jury by remarking 
about It. The cross examination may 
require several days. Jerome jumped 
require seveial dajs. He jumped 
about from one part of Mrs. Thaw's 
story and one period of her life to 
another in a- way that Baffled any at- 
tempt to tell how far he had pro- 
gressed with his attack. He appar 
ently intends- to take every advantage 
of the court's ruling which allows him 
wide latitude in testing the credibility 
of the witness Mr. Delmas, contrary 
to expectations, interposed few objec- 
tions. He is evidently preparing, 
however, for an ^extended le-direct ex- 
amination, and tins, together with Mr. 
Jerome's cross-examination on the re- 
direct, promises to keep the prisoner's 
wife on the witness stand for an in- 
definite period, Mrs. Thaw seemed 
perfectly fielf-possessed at every stage 
of the cross-examination.
